But after emergency quarterback Caleb 
Hanie threw an interception with 37 seconds 
remaining, sealing the 21-14 Packers victory, 
Bears fans quietly headed for the exits.

The winner gets a six-month 
paid gig working with the Levi’s Guy to engage with Levi’s fans on 
Twitter and Facebook. And one has to assume that wearing jeans to 
work is OK. Win! 

Chevrolet Honoring Dr Martin Luther King Jr. 

It’s hard not to like this idea. It’s one part social media, one part his- 
tory and two parts creativity The MLK Reading Project lets people 
record and share their favorite King quotes and hear what other 
people are saying. “The simple act of reading Dr. King’s message 
aloud reinforces its timelessness. Let your recording be a symbol of 
support,” chevymlk.com reads. 'Awaken his spirit in all of us.” 

Not only is the campaign timely because of last week’s holiday, but 
the Martin Luther King Jr. National Memorial opens Aug. 28 in Wash- 
ington, D.C. Chevrolet says it will celebrate the occasion by adding 
new content between now and the opening.

Holding pattern 

O’Hare, Daley mired in legal battle over airport expansion

On a blue-sky day in September 2005, the 
federal government cleared the expansion of 
O’Hare, and a beaming Mayor Daley compared 
the historic event to the city’s rebirth after the 
Great Fire of 1871 and reversing the flow of the 
Chicago River. 

“What a day! White Sox clinch the division, 
and we are at a groundbreaking today” Daley 
said, standing on the site of the first new run- 
way as an earthmover scooped dirt. 

O’Hare modernization was supposed to be 
the capstone to Daley’s legacy But that north- 
ern runway has been the only new airstrip com- 
pleted in almost 40 years in Chicago. 

Barring a last-ditch deal between the airlines 
and the city, Daley likely will hand his successor 
litigation and acrimony that could stretch for 
years in place of new runways and passenger ter- 


minals that were envisioned to secure the air- 
port’s future and ease a bottleneck in the center 
of the nation’s commercial air-traffic system. 

Any buildup of congestion at O’Hare often 
cascades across the U.S., causing thousands of 
passengers at other airports to suffer delays or 
canceled flights. When O’Hare sneezes, the 
saying goes, airports around the country catch 
pneumonia. 

A lawsuit filed last week by United and Ameri- 
can airlines against the city may spell the end of a 
close alliance between Daley and O’Hare’s domi- 
nant carriers that has served both sides well. 

Now they are embroiled in a contract dis- 
pute: Can the city forge ahead on the expan- 
sion project’s $3.4 billion final phase without 
approval from carriers responsible for about 
$2 billion of that cost? United and American 
claim their veto rights are guaranteed in master 


lease agreements that expire in 2018. The city 
said it intends to sidestep them by postpon- 
ing repayment of the airline-related debt until 
2019, when the leases are no longer in effect. 

A Cook County Circuit judge has set hear- 
ings for Feb. 22 and 23 to decide whether to halt 
the project while the matter is litigated, as the 
airlines requested. The issues leading to the rift 
between the city and its former allies, however, 
are tangled in money and ego and could linger 
for years, sources said. 

“The mayor, who is running out of time to 
cement his legacy, has a lot of political prestige 
invested in seeing the project continue despite 
the obstacles,” said Joseph Schwieterman, a 
transportation expert at DePaul University 

After three years of talks, the city and air- 
lines still can’t agree on a timetable for a greatly 
downsized version of the airport’s overhaul.

Woman faces charges in 
infant’s 1987 kidnapping 


□ RALEIGH, N.C. A Raleigh woman sus- 
pected of abducting an infant from 
a New Tork City hospital more than two 
decades ago is scheduled to appear in court 
Monday on federal kidnapping charges. 

Ann Pettway 49, surrendered Sunday 
at an FBI office in Bridgeport, Conn., said 
Pam Walker, a spokeswoman for the North 
Carolina Department of Correction. 

Pettway had been wanted on probation- 
violation charges in Wake County 

But federal investigators wanted to talk 
with her about the abduction of Carlina 
White, who was 19 days old when she dis- 
appeared from Harlem Hospital in 1987. 
According to several published reports, 


Carlina had been taken to Bridgeport, 
where she was raised as Nejdra Nance. 

She had doubts about Pettway being her 
birth mother, and as an adult living in At- 
lanta she called the Center for Missing and 
Exploited Children. 

Center investigators showed her a baby 
photo of Carlina White from their ar- 
chives, which bore a strong resemblance 
to photos of herself as a baby taken by her 
Connecticut family 

Carlina White was reunited with her 
birth mother, Joy White, last week after 
DNA tests confirmed her identity 

Neither could be reached for comment 
Sunday Pettway who was in custody, also 


was unreachable. She was to appear in fed- 
eral court in New York on Monday to face 
kidnapping charges, U.S. Attorney Preet 
Bharara said. 

Carlina White told The New York Post 
that seeing her real mother for the first 
time “felt like a dream.” 

“When I look at her, I can see me,” she 
said. “With that other lady, I would always 
be searching for stuff we had in common, 
but I had nothing in common with her.” 

In addition to being convicted of em- 
bezzling last year in Wake County, Pettway 
also has criminal convictions in Connecti- 
cut for forgery and impersonating an offi- 
cer, state records show.

For a whole week, every superlative in the book was attached to Sunday’s NFC 
championship game between the Bears and Green Bay And what a massive letdown for Chicago. The Bears 
woke up too late as their season ended on the most sour note possible: with a home loss to their most hated 
rival. RedEye breaks down the hype compared to reality of five key factors of Sunday’s game.

WATCH YOUR STEP 

Hype: Packers receiver Greg Jennings said 
this week that Soldier Field’s grass is “prob- 
ably the worst” in the NFL, and Bears corner- 
back Charles Tillman echoed those criticisms. 
Would the infamous turf be a home-field 
advantage? 

Reality: The Bears benefited immediately, 
as Green Bay’s James Starks stumbled after 
returning the opening kickoff just 12 yards. 
However, the Bears slipped on two key plays 
later in the game. Brian Urlacher whiffed try- 
ing to make an open-field tackle on running 
back Brandon Jackson in the second quarter, 
and that drive ended in a Packers touchdown. 
And in the third quarter with the Bears need- 
ing a spark, Devin Hester slipped after fielding 
a punt with no would-be tacklers in sight. 






RODGERS IN CHARGE 

Hype: Aaron Rodgers’ playoff numbers entering Sunday: 546 yards. 

Six touchdowns. No interceptions. That’s mighty impressive. Could the 
Bears defense cool him off? 

Reality: No. 12 looked unstoppable early, making the Bears secondary 
look invisible on the Packers’ first touchdown drive. He capped it with 
a bootleg run for the score. Rodgers’ effectiveness did decrease as the 
game wore on-the Bears intercepted him twice, including once in the 
red zone. He finished with “only” 244 yards passing, but he also made the 
Bears pay with his feet, picking up 39 rushing yards on seven carries. 


JAY OF RECKONING? 

Hype: Which Jay Cutler would show up: the one who 
torched the Seahawks in the divisional round, or the one 
who threw the game-sealing interception in the season fi- 
nale against Green Bay? 

Reality: Ouch. This was not the absolute worst the Bears 
have seen from Cutler, but he did little to help their cause. 
He was off-target on several deep passes when he had 
Devin Hester open, and he was picked off near the goal 
line at the end of the first half. Cutler limped into the locker 
room after that drive and played just one series in the 
second half before sitting for good with a bum knee. We’ll 
never know if he could have led a Bears comeback, but go- 
ing 6-of-14 for 80 yards did not bode well regardless.

THE HESTER FACTOR 

Hype: All week pundits questioned the sanity of anyone who 
dared kick to Devin Hester, especially after he burned the 
Pack for a punt return touchdown in September. Could Green 
Bay neutralize him and win the field-position battle? 

Reality: Tim Masthay and the Packers’ punt team were mad- 
deningly efficient. When Masthay wasn’t pinning the Bears 
inside their 20, which he did five times, he made Hester run 
down booming kicks well into Bears territory. Hester’s longest 
punt return was only 11 yards. He couldn’t scare the Packers 
on offense, either-he had zero receptions.

It was Super Bowl or bust, and the Bears 
came up empty: 

On a chilly Sunday at Soldier Field, 
the Bears and Green Bay Packers finally 
met in one of the most-anticipated NFC 
championship games ever. 

With Jay Cutler sidelined for the rest 
of the game by a knee injury after one 
third-quarter series, emergency quar- 
terback Caleb Hanie led a valiant come- 
back that kept the Bears close, but an 
interception by rookie Sam Shields with 
37 seconds remaining sealed a 21-14 Pack- 
ers victory 

Green Bay advances to meet the Pitts- 
burgh Steelers in the Super Bowl, while 
the Bears’ season ends after an 11-5 regu- 
lar season, an NFC North title and a 
playoff victory over Seattle. 

“It’s a disappointing way to end our 
season; it’s not the way we wanted to 
end it,” Bears linebacker Brian Urlach- 
er said. “No one expected us to be here, 
we know that, but it doesn’t make it 
any easier for us. We expected to win 
this game, we expected to play good ... 
just too many mistakes. Give them all 
the credit. They played better than we 
did.” 

Cutler said afterward that he was un- 
able to plant his foot and throw, and 
hoped the injury will not require surgery 

“I was going to keep playing,” Cutler 
said of the team’s decision to go to back- 
up Todd Collins. “We taped it up {at half- 
time}, warmed it up a little bit and gave it 
a shot, but couldn’t do it.”

He 
did crush Aaron Rodgers on the Packers’ second drive and drew a holding penalty in the third 
quarter to help stall another Green Bay opportunity.

He rushed for four touchdowns and 356 yards in the regu- 
lar season, and the TD run against the Bears was his second of the 
playoffs. The ease with which the Packers scored on that first drive 
should have put a scare into Bears fans. Rodgers completed three 
passes of 20 yards or more to open the game before using his feet. 
Runner-up: The Bears passing up about a 50-yard field goal-or go- 
ing for it on fourth down even-on their first drive in favor of punt- 
ing. Brad Maynard pinned the Pack at their own 10, but they fought 
their way out to midfield before punting themselves and keeping 
their advantage in the battle for field position.

No Ryan Grant, no problem. Much was made throughout the season about the Packers’ 
loss of their starting running back, but rookie James Starks emerged late in the season as a 
viable runner. He proved that in Sunday’s game with his 4-yard touchdown run early in the 
second. He exploded to the gap, then powered through Bears defenders and stretched for 
the score, putting the Pack up 14-0. Starks finished the game with 74 yards on 22 carries. 
Runner-up: After Lance Briggs picked off Aaron Rodgers, Jay Cutler was intercepted inside 
the 5-yard line with 32 seconds left in the second quarter as the Bears tried to avoid the 
first-half shutout. The pass was off-target, sure, but Johnny Knox did little to prevent Sam 
Shields from making the play.

PITTSBURGH The Steelers ad- 
vanced to their third Super Bowl 
in six years thanks to a big-play de- 
fense that returned a fumble for a 
touchdown and staged a late goal- 
line stand in a 24-19 victory over 
the New York Jets. 

Pittsburgh, which led 24-0 in 
the first half and held on, faces the 
Green Bay Packers in the Super 
Bowl in Dallas in two weeks. 

William Gay went 22 yards af- 
ter fellow defensive back Ike Tay- 
lor sacked Mark Sanchez and the 
ball came loose. Pittsburgh then 
stopped New York four times in- 
side the 2 in hanging on. 

“I’m proud of our football team, 
and we don’t need to apologize 
to anybody,” Jets coach Rex Ryan 
said after the game. 

The Steelers (14-4) have won a 
record six Super Bowls. New Tork 
(13-5) has not been back since win- 
ning the most significant Super 
Bowl in 1969, validating the AFL 
with a victory over Baltimore.

Cutler played one series in the third quarter 
before leaving with a knee injury. With his 
exit, Bears fans feared the worst-and those 
fears were realized when backup Todd 
Collins entered the game and promptly al- 
most threw two interceptions on successive 
possessions. That was enough to convince 
the Bears to send in third-stringer Caleb Hanie 
with just under a minute left in the quarter. He 
went on to energize the Soldier Field crowd 
with two touchdown drives in the fourth, but 
he also threw two interceptions. Fans must 
have looked past his mistakes, though, be- 
cause they weren’t spotted burning his jersey 
as some did to Cutler’s No. 6 after the game. 
Runner-up: Brian Urlacher nearly turned the 
game around with an interception of Rodgers 
at the Chicago 6-yard line. Urlacher looked to 
be on his way to a sure-fire touchdown before 
Rodgers tripped him up at the Chicago 45. So 
close ...

Cup half empty 


Only Philadelphia resembles powerhouse in finals rematch

Did Guillen 
upset Jenks?

Warm up winter nights with lush red wines 
and hearty plates at four sizzling spots

When sleeping bag-style parkas and epic cups of coffee aren’t a strong enough 
defense against the almighty Chicago winter, it’s time to resort to a good glass of 
red wine. We’re talking complex, full-bodied reds that go down like a warm, inter- 
nal hug and have enough heft to hold their own with the richest of cold-weather 
dishes. We asked the city’s newest grape-sawy restaurants to help us chase the 
chill away by picking just the right reds. 


Di Sotto Enoteca 

200 £ Chestnut St. 312-482-8727 
This late-night Italian eatery tucked into the 
basement of Gold Coast eatery Francesca’s on 
Chestnut is “a whole other world to get away 
from winter,” says general manager Miguel 
Braun. He recommends the spicy blended 
Luzon Monastrell Jumilla Verde ($28 a bottle), 
which packs enough tannins to enrich the tex- 
ture of savory cured meats and smoky cheeses. 
Ditto for the Laetitia Estate Pinot Noir ($45 a 
bottle), which has notes of violet and sweet cas- 
sis that play well with richly marbled prosciutto 
de parma ($8) or the portobello bruschetta ($8), 
layered with fontina cheese and a dash of fresh 
rosemary. 


Salatino’s 

626 S. Racine Ave. 312-226-9300 
At this homey Little Italy newcomer, the 
full-bodied, ruby hued Ajello Niero D’Avola 
2008 ($8 a glass; $32 a bottle) is flying off 
the shelves to accompany the signature 
braciola ($19.95), a generations-old recipe 
of imported meats and cheese rolled with 
a thinly pounded flank steak, seared and 
braised in homemade red gravy that’s 
been simmered with the braciola and 



meatballs all day. The Luigi Righetti Amarone 
della Valpolicella ($74 a bottle) has a soft finish 
to complement the mushroom and veal in the 
veal scaloppine ($17.95). 

La Taberna Tapas 

1301 S. Halsted St. 312-243-9980 
“There’s something about sharing tapas and a 
bottle of wine that lends the feeling of summer,” 
says JC Castaneda. Rally friends to partake in 
La Mano Mencia Roble ($7 a glass; $20 a bottle), 
a black pepper-spiced, deeply fruity drink that 
adds a mouth-happy texture to the punta de res 
($7), skewers of thick rib tips with onions cara- 
melized in sherry. On the splurge-worthy side, 
the R. Lopez de Heredia Vina Cubillo ($60) is a 
silky, sweet blend of tempranillo, grenacha, gra- 
ciano and mazuelo grapes. It’s just the thing to 
set off the smoky, nutty flavors of gallinita ($14), 
a cedar plank-grilled Cornish hen with almond- 
laced romesco and ancho chili sauce. 

Due Lire 

4520 N. Lincoln Ave. 773-275-7878 
This cozy Northern Italian restaurant in Lincoln 
Square is BYOB while waiting for its liquor 
license, but thankfully gets an assist from 
nearby Fine Wine Brokers (4621 N. Lincoln Ave. 
773-989-8166). Chef Massimo Di Vuolo’s signa- 
ture ravioli rustici ($15), filled with slow-braised 
short rib and sauced with porcini mushroom 
ragu, is best gobbled with a wine that matches 
the acidity of the earthy sauce, such as the vel- 
vety oak flavors of Corte Alla Flora Vino Nobile 
Di Montepulciano Riserva ($34.95 a bottle), 
says the wine shop’s Scott Crestodina. The 
easy, crisp fruit of Pico Maccario Barbera d’Asti 
Berro ($10.95 a bottle) is a fine mate for the 
piccante crostini ($9), an open-faced sandwich 
piled with spicy coppa salami, roasted red pep- 
pers and melted pecorino cheese.
